19th CENTURY ADVOCATES OF 2300-YEAR PROPHECY TERMINUS 
IN 1843-1847-PR/OR TO WM. MILLER 

Tabular Analysis of Application, With Similarities and Diversities, Up to 1844 



The prophetic charts (taken from The Prophetic Faith of Our Fathers, Volume 4, pages 405, 846-847) show the 
widespread unity among leading expositors from various denominations concerning the 2300 day prophecy 
ending sometime between 1843-1847. There is no zero year in the change from BC and AD, thus the year 1844 
was finally reached as the ending year of the prophecy. 

Christ was baptized and anointed at the beginning of the 70th week of Daniel’s prophecy in 27AD. (See Annals 
of the World, Page 803) 

In the “midst” of this week, he was “cut off”, or crucified. (Daniel 9:27). Christ's death was to bring an end to 
the sacrificial and ceremonial law, at the same time he would "confirm the covenant". (See also Mt.26:26-28, 
Hebrews 8:8-10, Galatians 3:15, John 14:15, Revelation 22:14-15). Most scholars believe Christ died between 
30 and 33 AD. While 31 AD is the correct date, exactly halfway through the week, the Hebrew term “midst” of 
the week (also translated as “part”, or “half’ ) allows for Christ dying between 27 and 34 AD, that is, either 
during the first, or the last half of the week. John Gill’s commentary states, "in the half part" of this week, as it 
may be rendered.” Albert Barnes in his commentary on the “midst of the week” states, “There has been much 
needless anxiety to make out the exact time to a month or a day in regard to this prophecy - not remembering its 
general design...” 


The 70 weeks terminates with the stoning of Stephen (34AD) in Acts 7. From that point, the Gospel is taken to 
the Gentiles. The Jamieson, Fausset, Brown commentary on the 70 weeks states, “When the Jews persecuted the 
Church and stoned Stephen (Act_7:54-60), the respite of grace granted to them was at an end (Luk l 3:7-9). 
Israel, having rejected Christ, was rejected by Christ, and henceforth is counted dead (compare Gen_2:17 with 
Gen_5:5; Hos_13:l, Hos_13:2), its actual destruction by Titus being the consummation of the removal of the 
kingdom of God from Israel to the Gentiles (Mat_21:43).” 

The Council of Jerusalem (Acts 15) took place in 51 AD. (See Dictionary of the Holy Bible, pg. 741). It was 17 
years earlier (See Galatians 1:13-18,2:1 -4) that Paul witnessed the stoning of Stephen and was converted shortly 
afterward. This puts the stoning of Stephen and the end of the 70 weeks at 34AD, just as the prophecy stated. 

The 2300 day prophecy is the longest time prophecy of the Bible. It is found in the book of Daniel. All other 
prophecies in Daniel are subsections of the 2300 day prophecy. The first section is the 70 week prophecy 
detailing the first coming of Christ and his ascension into the holy place of the heavenly sanctuary. (Daniel 
9:24-27, Mark 1:15, Matthew 26:26-28, Hebrews 9:12, Revelation 1:12-13). The 1260 year prophecy is the 
midsection of the 2300 year prophecy denoting the time when the message of God’s sanctuary would be 
perverted by the “little horn”. (Daniel 8:11-13,7:25, Revelation 13:6). The last section covers the end of the 2300 
day prophecy which denotes Christ entering the final phase of his heavenly high priest ministry, the work of 
cleansing the sanctuary by entering the Most Holy place. (Daniel 8:14, Daniel 7:9-10, Revelation 14:6-7). Notice 
the similarities between the events surrounding the end of the 70 week prophecy and the end of the 2300 day 
prophecy. 

70 Weeks: The disciples of Christ misunderstood the 70 week prophecy. They got the timing right, but the event 
wrong. They thought Jesus was coming to cleanse the earth by fire. 

2300 Days: The Millerite movement misunderstood the 2300 year prophecy. They got the timing right, but the 
event wrong. They thought Jesus was coming to set up his kingdom on earth. 

70 Weeks: The crucifixion of Christ led to a great disappointment, and reduced his followers to a handfiil of 
discouraged believers. 

2300 Days: In 1844, when Jesus did not return to cleanse the earth, it led to a great disappointment, and reduced 
70 Weeks: The disciples of Christ experienced a temporary disappointment when Jesus did not set up his 

2300 Days: The people experienced a temporary disappointment when Jesus did not set up his kingdom on earth. 
70 Weeks: It was on the road to Emmaus, two days after the crucifixion where two discouraged disciples 

Christ’s 1st coming. 

(See Luke 24:13-27) 

2300 Days: It was in a field, a day after the great disappointment where two discouraged Millerites received a 
divine revelation based upon the Bible, and a correct understanding of the 2300 day prophecy and the 2nd 
coming of Christ. 

70 Weeks: The New Testament church was formed as result of this revelation. The disciples began to teach that 
Jesus had risen and entered into the holy place of a heavenly sanctuary. They were mocked and treated as though 
this was a face saving effort to cover their mistake. This correction became the cornerstone of their message to 
the world. 

2300 Days: The Seventh-day Adventist church was formed as a result of this revelation. The church began to 
teach that the sanctuary to be cleansed beginning in 1844 was the heavenly sanctuary, a cleansing of the records 
of sin, not a cleansing of the earth as they had previously thought. Jesus had entered the most holy place of the 
heavenly sanctuary to complete the final work of atonement before he came back the second time. They were 
mocked and treated as though this was a face saving effort to cover their mistake. This correction became the

Cleansing of the Sanctuary Analogy 

During the Jewish year, the sinner confessed his sins daily by laying his hands on the 
head an innocent animal, symbolizing the transfer of sin from the guilty to the inno¬ 
cent. The animal was then slain, and the blood containing the confessed sin of the 
guilty person was transferred to the sanctuary, recorded on the horns of the altar. 
Once a year the sanctuary had to be cleansed from all the confessed sins placed 
there during the year. This cleansing took place on the day of atonement. The sins 
were placed on the head of the scapegoat and taken out into a desolate place, never 
to be remembered again. (See Leviticus 4-5, Leviticus 16)

An analogy of this happens every week in our homes. Every day we clean our homes 
and put the trash into the garbage pale. At the end of the day we remove that trash 
placing it outside our homes.
